Italians; Ajax Again ‘Hero Ship’

ABOARD THE FLAGSHIP OF THE 
BRITISH MEDITERRANEAN FLEET, 
Oct. 15—(AP)—From the bridge of this 
man-o’-war, I watched Britain’s war fleet 
smash a hole in Italy’s seapower, sinking 
three of Premier Mussolini’s swift destroy- 
ers in a battle beginning before dawn and 
ending hours later in the. glow of a rain- 
bow stretching over the broad expanse of 


sea. 


It was in last Saturday’s gray dawn that 
the British warships came upon thg Ital- 
lan craft, off the southeast coast of Sicily, 
and in the ensuing battle the powerful

Lindbergh Confusion 

Charles Lindbergh made an excellent cam- 
paign speech for President Roosevelt Monday 
night. It is doubtful if he meant to, but the 
fact nevertheless remains. It was a strange 
mixture of a speech, ostensibly on national 
defense, yet so patently political the networks 
should collect for it. 

His talk was a typical Willkie study in con- 
tradiction, with the speaker on the one hand 
demanding total defense and on the other 
hand telling those charged with the defense 
of the United States that too many planes are 
being built. He spoke of “non-existant trans- 
Atlantic bombers.” Yet the United States has 
practically completed a bomber that can fly 
across the ocean with a bomb load and return 
to this country. If this country has developed 
such a bomber, then it is not impossible or 
even improbable that other such ships can be 
built in other countries. He spoke of the ice- 
bound mountains of Greenland, but he was 
careful not to say directly that no threat ex- 
isted from that direction. He left that im- 
plication, so it is well to note that German 
survey crews operated only a few years ago 
in that section; that this country and Canada 
regularly operate planes from fields under 
similar conditions as those to be found in 
Greenland, and that this government saw it 
necessary after the invasion of Norway to send 
unusually heavily armed coast guard cutters 


> to guard against just such a move on the part 


of Germany.

A big drive is on to obtain an emergency fund 
for Representative Pat Drewry’s Democratic congressional cam- 
paign committee. 

Ordinarily this would be a bad sign ‘for Wendell L. Willkie. In 
a presidential year party bosses generally decide to feature their 
local candidates only when they have despaired of national suc- 
cess. But although Republican National Chairman Joseph W. Martin 
is also chieftain’ of the house Republicans, and might thus be 
tempted by the strategy of saving the house at all costs, this case 
is a little different. 

It is not the Republican bosses who have decided to let the 
devil take their presidential nominee. If the Democratic leaders 
are correctly informed, it is a small group of prominent business- 
men. According to the reports received here, these men have in- 
depedently decided that, while Willkie may be a poor bet, money 
spent in congressional fights is likely to prove a pretty good in- 
vestment. Acting on their own, therefore, they are collecting an 
impressive kitty, which will be divided among the doubtful dis- 
tricts when the campaign reaches its climax and cash money is 


at a premium of political usefulness. 
If the kitty is lavish enough, and if

the election is not a Roosevelt land- 


slide, the Democratic leaders are wise to be worried by the news 
of what is up. In the first place, the Democrats’ prospects in the 
house fights are obviously less good than in the national voting. 

Because of the prolonged session, sitting members have been 
able to escape only briefly from Washington. While it was an 
advantage to seem preoccupied with the nation’s business during 
the summer, it has been hard on them to be absent while their 
opponents have been getting in their hardest final licks. Then, too, 
many people talk of “voting for Roosevelt because of the emer- 
gency, but putting a check on him in congress,’ which may mean 
much ticket-splitting in favor of Republican house nominees. For 
these reasons, although the Democratic majority in the present house 
is slightly over 90, the leaders place at least 70 and perhaps 9? 
seats in the dangerous class. 

As one shrewd and highly professional politician told the Presi- 
dent, “You can do a hell of a lot more than you'd think with 
$10,000 or $15,000 put into a district in the last weeks of a con- 
gressional campaign.’ Thus the kitty will not have to be of astro- 
nomical proportions. Only $200,000 would damage a great many 
Democrats, and $400,000 would be pretty luxurious for the Re- 
publicans. 

Willkie has taken a strong stand on limiting Republican ex- 
penditures in accordance with the Hatch- act, but congressional 
campaigns are out of Willkie’s province. If subscribing to the 
Republican congressional campaigns seems an easy way to put a 
check on the President, it should be possible to raise far more than 
$400,000 among the numerous wealthy men and women who fear 
and dislike the Roosevelt policies. 

This may seem a

trifle cynical, but 


such, unfortunately, are the realities of politics. In collecting their 
emergency fund, the Democrats will have to go to precisely the 
same sort of contributors as the Republicans, except that the cur- 
rent Democratic ‘“‘fat cats” commonly have some sort of personal 
interest in the administration. 

The wind will be raised in two ways. Special gifts will be 
sought, particularly in the south, where a Democratic congress 
means much to the people, and where many “fat cats,” though 
unfriendly to the President, are willing to stump up to keep their 
party in control on the hill. And as much as possible will be ex- 
tracted, with the President’s help, from the Democratic national 
committee. 

So far, however, the wind does not seem to have been raised 
very successfully. There has been bad feeling between the house 
Democrats and the treasurer of the Democratic national commit- 
tee, Oliver Quayle Jr., ever since the 1938 campaign... On that 
occasion, Quayle promised that by the September before the voting 
there would be $100,000 for house fights, and then is said to have 
explained, when September rolled around, that the two big brewers

The bad feeling is more intense now, suggesting that Quayle 
has not been very generous, and Representative Drewry is doing 
only a little better in the special gifts department than with Quayle. 
Thus, unless Drewry finds a gold mine, or Roosevelt comes in by 
a huge majority, or the Republican congressional kitty is smaller 
than supposed, the situation in the housé may well change con- 
siderably after November 5. ae

“SINGULARLY UNCONVINCING” Last week two news- 
papers, previously hos- 


tile to Mr. Roosevelt, announced their support of the Democratic 
nominees. 

The) Springfield Republican and the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
were the two newspapers. Each explained its stand in editorials. 

The Post-Dispatch had denounced Mr. Roosevelt’s foreign policy 
and had been a constant critic of many of the New Deal policies. 
So had the Republican of Springfield. ; 

They are unexpected converts to the Democratic party and its 
nominees. 

It is interesting to follow their reasoning. The Post-Dispatch, 
long reluctant to follow Mr. Roosevelt, had this conclusion: 

“To suin it up, after careful and open-minded study of the 
Willkie candidacy, we find it singularly unconvincing, singulariy 
empty of content.” 

The Springfield Republican said: 

“In short, when Mr. Willkie’s speeches are analyzed, it becomes 
clear that no President in office has ever before succeeded, by his 
record of achievement, in wresting from an opponent seeking to 
prevent his re-election so sweeping an approval of that record.... 

“Mr. Roosevelt has courage and he has vision. If he is re- 
commissioned by the people to serve them, the thought that in so 
doing they have, for once, departed from an old tradition must add 
humility as he faces the task of leadership in a crisis which may 
yet include, wholly apart from the present idle talk of dictator- 
ship, unforeseen issues of democracy for him to champion.” 

It rather seems to me Mr. Willkie is making some gains and 
may yet make a race of it. But, at the same time, even his most 
ardent supporters must admit the man lacks coherence and sub- 
stance. The conclusions of the two newspapers, unexpected con- 
verts, will bear further discussion. 


DISILLUSIONMENT Mr. Willkie says he will put into action 


those industrialists who now live in 
such terror of the New Deal they do not produce anything. 
He infers that once these men will expand their factories and 
that 9,600,000 men will be employed and all our domestic prob- 
lems will be gone with the wind. 


Yet, in the very next paragraph, Mr. Willkie tells us that he» 


will retain the identical policies and laws which are supposed to 
have terrorized those men whom Mr. Willkie says will put men 
to work. That is to say, he will retain wage and hour laws, he 
promises even greater social security payments, collective bargain- 
ing, rural electrification, all the farm benefits and subsidies and 
the New Deal policies which cost money, and regulate business, 
farming and industry. 

It seems fair to ask why, if the gentlemen are terrorized by 
these measures, they will be unterrified if Mr. Willkie retains them? 

Mr. Willkie promises free enterprise, unregulated, and, in the 
next breath, says he will retain all the regulatory restrictions. In- 
deed, he goes farther and says that he was for them back in the 
gaudy days of 1929, when there was no regulation and certain ruth- 
less operators in free enterprises helped bring on crashes and eco- 
nomic ruin. 

What does the man mean? 

He promises to keep all the Roosevelt program, which has put 
the budget in the red; he wants to spend more on social security, 
and yet he will spend less money. 

Those who fear the nation is on the verge of bankruptcy can 
feel little comfort in Mr. Willkie’s campaign. 

It is for these reasons the St. Louis Post-Dispatch reluctantly 
left Mr. Willkie, calling his campaign “singularly unconvincing, 


singularly empty of content.” 
Politics is the most fascinating

of subjects. Nothing else holds 


as much interest. It is the stuff of our government. We live by 
politics. It is democracy. 

Much of this moo-cow-mooing about democracy is getting tire- 
some. It is not something to be ordered over a counter. It is the 
stuff of profound belief and of strength. And of political action. 

We have had rows before. 
Hamilton were much worse than those of Mr. Willkie and Mr. 
Roosevelt. The few eggs which have been tossed at Mr. Willkie 
by children or morons are mild as compared with the riots of 
those days. 

No campaign will ever attain the depths of political depravity 
and personal animus as that of Lincoln’s second campaign. It is 
wrong to say politics are worse than ever. They are, with all their 
faults, much better. 

This moo-cow-mooing about democracy is not only tiresome, 
but meaningless. The whole thing of democracy hinges on whether 
we believe in our institutions strongly enough to keep them vital. 

Few can say that Mr. Roosevelt was wrong in a stiff foreign 
policy. It is not well for the greatest democracy to be cautious 
and silent when it is attacked. All its foes are looking for those 
little “appeasement” weaknesses which led them on against France 
and England. This country is not prepared, but it has resources, 
and it has a genius for production so that no other nation wants 
us as-an enemy if it can be avoided. 

This campaign is important only if enough persons are inter- 
ested in it to become awakened to the issues.

do question is the leadership that has brought 
these conditions upon us. We question that 
the men who were unable to foresee these con- 
ditions in time to avoid them, who could -not 
foresee the war in time to prepare for it, who 
refused to believe the reports of rearming 
abroad when there was still-time to take ac- 
tion, are now competent to carry this nation 
successfully through a period of great crisis.” 

If there is any man in this wide universe 
who foresaw the true and deep implications 
of Nazi re-armament, that man is President 
Roosevelt. If ever there has been a man 
abused for a “warmonger” because he warned 
his people of this impending disaster, that man 
is President Roosevelt. Seven years are not 
long. Seven years ago the President diverted 
funds from relief appropriations to the army 
and navy, funds denied these service agencies 
by congress under the domination of men 
who think Lindbergh thinks. The howl rose 
to the high heavens. Repeated warnings 
brought no change and the greatest factor in 
the re-armament and war plans of Hitler has 
been the defenseless condition of the United 
States. Yet by implication Lindbergh seeks to 
deny that the President called the turn. It 
may not be deliberate, malicious and false mis- 
representation on his part; it is at least pitiful 
ignorance. 

Later in the speech he said: “We are told 
that we are being prepared to defend America 
at the same time that orders are placed for 
the type and quantity of armament that would 
be used for a war in Europe. We do not need 
untold thousands of military aircraft unless 
we intend to wage a war abroad. What we do 
need is a thoroughly modern and efficient air 
corps, trained, equipped, and maintained for 
the specific mission of American defense.” 

If ever Lindbergh displayed ignorance of 
military fundamentals, there it is, the epitome 
of ignorance. Thousands of miles of coastline, 
stretching from Labrador to Cape Horn, may 
be the danger area. The defense of this long 
coastline, even the defense of the United States 
alone, may in time rest in a highly mobile, 
hard-hitting and large army of men. We are 
not preparing for the standardized one-ocean 
threat foreseen until recent years by military 
men, but the real threat of war directly against 
this hemisphere from both Europe and from 
Asia. A two-ocean front and a one-ocean navy 
dictate the army we are building today. We 
no longer can smugly say this country cannot 
be invaded. It can. And defensive weapons, 
both in land and naval warfare, are in no way 
different from offensive weapons. They do, in- 


have undertaken an entirely new field in that 
county and now, in south Fulton county, a 
generous offer of the site for a new field there 
has been made and accepted.

Editorial Symposium 
HEMISPHERIC DEFENSE 

“Hemispheric defense has come to be accepted 
by a large majority of the American people as a 
fixed policy,” says the WASHINGTON POST. “As 
a group, the nations of the two Americas have 
recognized that a threat of aggression against one 
of them is a threat against the entire New 
World.” In this same vein, the DETROIT FREE 
PRESS believes, “The course that events are 
rapidly taking in both Europe and Asia proves 
the wisdom of the administration’s efforts to close 
the ranks of the 21 American republics and Cana- 
da, against a common danger.” 

The PHILADELPHIA INQUIRER sees “The 
‘bulge of Brazil’” as obtruding “like a sore thumb 
into any plans for adequate defense of the west- 
ern hemisphere” and believes “the outer bases 
acquired by the United States from Great Britain 
provide a powerful advance line from Trinidad 
to Newfoundland, but that bastion is incomplete 
so long as the southern anchor is not properly de- 
fended.” In agreement, the CLEVELAND PLAIN 
DEALER asserts: “America, for its complete de- 
fense, needs bases in the south Atlantic... as 
well as in .., the Caribbean,” and fears that 
possible defeat of Britain by the totalitarian 
powers would make “Africa...a threat to South 
America. From that territory to which the Nazis 
would fall heir it is an easy jump to the western 
hemisphere. Hence the importance of more 
southerly stations for American bases.” 

The WASHINGTON STAR points out the “in- 
adequateness of the armed forces of the Latin 
Americe>. nations when viewed in relation to the 
co-ordinated defense task to which the Havana 
agreement commits them .. . South America’s 
largest active army is in Brazil, where less than 
65,000 men are under arms—supplemented, how- 
ever, by 38,000 military policemen. Their ma- 
terial is antiquated, judged by modern European 
standards.” 

In regard to totalitarian infiltration, the 
KNICKERBOCKER NEWS, of Albany, declared, 
“Nazism has long been on trial in the general 
court of public opinion, but never in a trial 
court,” and points out that “the little Republic 
of Uruguay has placed under arrest eight Nazi 
leaders, and will bring them to trial on charges 
of conspiracy against the state ... Apparently 
Uruguay is not afraid of the big bad wolf of the 
Wilhelmstrasse. Apparently also the republic to 
the south believes that Uncle Sam means busi- 
ness when he says hemisphere defense is a first 
concern.” Taking a different angle, the DENVER 
POST believes “A fine example of the absurd 
lengths to which the policy of ‘diplomatic im- 
munity’ is carried is afforded in Uruguay. The 
attorney general of that country charges that a 
press attache of the German legation is the di- 
rector of a Nazi plot to turn Uruguay into ‘a Ger- 
man colony of peasants,’ but says no iegal action 
is possible against the conspirator ‘because of his 
diplomatic status,’ Certainly he can be run out of 
that country.”

(P)—Major G. Graham C. Dugas, 
who struck a bonanza gold lode 
assaying $60,000 a ton.in the old 
‘Calhoun mine, near Dahlonega, 
Ga., a year ago, was indicted by 
a White county grand jury yes- 
terday on charges of larceny after 
trust. 

W. H. Hulsey, clerk of the White 
county superior court, said the 
indictment involved alleged fail- 
ure of Dugas to account for a $759 
diamond ring, entrusted to him for 
sale by Allen Darden, of Cum- 
ming, Ga. Dugas denied the 
charge, and said he could produce 
canceled checks to prove payment. 

Darden, through his attorney, 
Alex McLennon, simultaneously 
instituted civil action against Du- 


| 


carats. 


Dugas, former Georgia legislator 
and for 20 years a prospector and 
mine operator in north Georgia, 
struck the lode while reworking 
the century-old Calhoun mine. He 
and his associates subsequently 
installed machinery, but have en- 
| gaged in no large scale operations. 

Dugas described the indictment 
‘as “pernicious politics by this 
man Darden, a Talmadge hench- 
man, to stop me from running as 
-an independent candidate for the 
state senate from the 32d dis- 
trict. Because I had announced 
for president of the senate he is 
trying to destroy me politically.’ 
| Judge A. L. Dorsey, of Cleve- 
‘land, was nominated for the sen- 
ate from the 32d district in the 
recent Democratic primary. 


At th: time Dugas reported his 
gold strike, State Geologist Gar- 
land Peyton said samples of the 
ore assayed up to true “bonanza” 
value of $60,000 a ton. He ex- 
plained that there was no way 
to determine immediately whether 
the strike was an extensive, ma- 
jor vein or only a relatively small 
“pocket” of rich rock. ‘
